An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 ,312.

• Cancel claims 21-22 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 4-9, and 1 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The arguments filed 
on 02/20/07 are persuasive (the arguments filed on 04/04/07 are irrelevant because they only 
pertain to cancelled claims 21-22). In light of the applicant's amendments on 02/20/07, the prior 
art rejection previously made by the examiner can no longer be sustained. Most of the art which 
the examiner cited as teaching symmetrical connections only involve two contact portions 
instead of three. Nocker (US Pat 6236486) teaches three contact portions arranged in a 
symmetrical manner (figure 3, references 40, 42, and 44; figure 4, references 50, 52, and 54). 
However, the contact portions in Nocker figures 3-4 deal with data connections as opposed to a 
battery connection. Nocker does disclose battery connectors in figure 6, references 112, 113, and 
115, but clearly this figure does not represent a symmetrical three contact terminal structure.
